in his office,’’ the grand jury’s report adds, ‘“‘we are fully convineed 
that the state of affairs revealed in this office calls for a new auditor 
and new deputies and for a complete reorganization of the account- 
ing system in use there.’’ 

Auditor Berger, silent since the instigation of the inquiry nearly 
three months ago, has not announced his action. Te has not yet 
posted a $25,000.00 bond required for him to qualify for the office 
to which he was re-elected in November. 

And the graft probe is not concluded. 


Request Probe Be Continued 

In its final report before retirement, returned by the inquisitorial 
body,at noon yesterday before Superior Judge Benjamin F. Warmer, 
a request was incorporated that the incoming grand jury be in- 
structed to carry on the unfinished work. This is to definitely 
determine ‘‘whether anyone shared the fruits of Mr. Cole’s illegal 
acts.’’ 

With the suicide of the late J. Ira Cole, a few hours after the 
grand jury began its probe, an untold story went to the grave, it 
is believed. It was Cole, the records show, who forged the signature 
of County Treasurer M. W. H. Williams to tax redemption. receipts 
by which the thefts undetected for four years were accomplished. 

Casting a suspicion which may lead to as startling a discovery as 
the graft itself, the grand jury’s report said: 

“Statements made by J. Ira Cole a few hours before his death 
in the last interview with his brother, James W. Cole, were illu- 
minating to us; but up to the hour of presenting this report had not 
yet been worked into shape of evidence admissible to the court.’’ 


Employe ‘Named In Indictment 

An indictment, naming an employe of Auditor Berger’s staff, 
would have been returned, Secretary W. N. Glasscock said yester- 
day, had not District Attorney T. W. Duckworth declared the evi- 
dence too weak for prosecution. 

Searching of bank deposit records -of the late J. Ira Cole did 
not account for the entire defaleations, the reported stated. In two 
accounts one marked ‘‘J. Ira Cole, Special,’’ a total of $14,538.31 
had been deposited in five years, the report stated 

Numerous lawsuits appear to be inevitable, due to the entangling 


_of the county’s records and the laxity of the auditor in complying 


with the laws, the grand jurors said in the report. All persons 
holding cancelled checks sent to the auditor for redemptions, on 
which forged certificates were issued, have been requested to 
forward them to the accountants in Auditor Berger’s office. 

Eight years of Auditor Berger’s administration has ‘‘left the 
county with no comprehensive system of accounts showing our real 
assets and liabilities,’ the report said. It adds, ‘‘and have opened 
a veritable Pandora’s box of troubles to vex the Board of Super- 
visors, the taxpayers, the title guarantee companies, the bonding 
companies and the people generally who have paid money into his 
office in vain,’’ 


Inefficiency Is Expensive 

Inefficiency in the auditor’s office necessitated ‘‘the tax collector 
keeping an elaborate ledger, at considerable expense to the county, 
for the evident purpose of protecting himself against inaccurate 
charges,’’ the report further states. 

Ineluded in the report is a list, showing the thefts, the amounts 
of each jand the taxpayers whose money was misappropriated in the 
auditor’s office during a period of four years, 

Levying of direct taxation to raise funds to construct a fire- 
proof file room for the county’s invaluable records was also _re- 
commended by the grand jury. in the report. 

Twice within two years voters defeated a bond issue of $250,- 
000.00 to erect a courthouse annex to include a new hall of records. 
a depository where fire menace will not threaten the destruction of 
the records. 

The grand jury said : 

“The adverse vote at the election seems to have 
hope of completing the courthouse as planned under the proposed 
bond issue to an indefinite time in the future. The necessity for 
protecting our priceless records from fire and for furnishing relief 
from the congestion in some of the county offices is, however 
pressing as ever and demands expenditures from the 
to meet the emergency.

Mr. Williams re- 
ported his findings to the grand 
‘ury, and at our request Mr. Kendall, 
chairman of the Board of Supervis 
ors, immediately entered the audit- 
ors office and excused Deputy Aud- 
itors Hammer and Cole from active 
duty. He also requested Mr. Berger, 
the auditor, to deputize Mr. C. P. 
Fuller, to place the officé under his 
management, and to absent himself 
for several days until Mr. Fuller 
and his experts could familiarize 
themselves with the office. This Mr. 
Berger did. 

Office Conduct is Investigated 

A vigorous investigation of the gen- 
eral conduct of the office and espec- 
ially of the redemption department 
was begun. A complete comparison 
of redemption records in Sacramento 
with those in San Bernardino County 
for the past five years was made. 
The Search in Sacramento revealed 
100 redemption certificates represent- 
ing payment aggregating $19,631.28 
that had not been turned into the 
county treasury. 

Mr. Williams stated that the treas- 
urer’s signatures to the receipts on 
these certificates were forgeries. 
With three exceptions, there were no 
records of payments to the county 
treasurer of any part of the monies 
paid to redeem the properties cover- 
ed by the forged certificates. In 
the three cases, part of the money 
received had been paid to the treas- 
urer and the documents altered in 
matters of date, number and amount 
to make things appear correct on 
the surface. 

The forged receipts on the cer- 
tificates had been stamped “paid” 
with the rubber stamp used by the 
treasurer, or a duplicate of it, and 
the name or initial of the 
treasurer had been written in. All 
these forged certificates had been 
signed by Mr. Cole as deputy audit- 
or. 


Irregularities of another ‘nature 
have also been uncoveted. ' For ex- 
ample, the grand iury holds a can- 
celled check for $3,693.50 signed by 
E. A. Parkford. We understand that 
this check was signed in blank and 
left with Mr. Cole to use in redeem- 
ing property, and for payment of 
current taxes. The amount was fill- 
ed in by Mr. Cole, the check was 
made payable to himself and it was 
deposited to the credit of his 
sonal account. No certificate was 
made out in this case, and only 
$1,124.06 of the money received, which 
was applied on current taxes, finally 
reached the treasury. 

Amount Missing is $22,200.73 

The sum of $22,200.73 represents 
the definitely known embezzlements. 
Others exist but cannot yet be re- 
ported.

| itor’s office are being carefully check- 


ed and those found regular are ‘be- 
ing marked “Redemption Verified” by 
the examiners. This work will ex- 
tend into the year 1928, and until 
it is completed, no statement as to 
the total defaleations disclosed can 
be made. There are tax sales mark- 
ed “redeemed” on the books on 
which no money has been paid into 
the treasury and for which no cer- 
ti®cates were sent to Sacramento 
Payments for redemptions have been 
made where no receipts or certifi- 
cates were issued and where no no- 
tations were made on the records. 
How much additional money has 
been diverted in this way will not 
be known until all parties who have 
paid for uncompleted redemptions 
learn that their property is still held 
lable for unpaid taxes.

‘T American monthlies and weeklies 

amounts to about $150,000,000 a year, 

and newspaper advertising to about
